A MAGNIFICENT 



New Finance Minister Presents a Clear and Comprehensive 
Statement of Dominion Financea-Canada’s 
Prosperous Era^ * 


Ottawa,—Hon. W. T. White deliver¬ 
ed hls first budget lpeech, presenting 
to the house a financial statement 
Showing for the current fiscal year a 
magnificent rurplus of thirty-nine mil¬ 
lion dollars. The speech was one of 
the most lucid and comprehensive ex¬ 
positions of national finance ever giv¬ 
en in parliament. 

The budget contained no special 
features beyond the announcement of 
the surplus. There are to be no tariff 
changes and steel bounties are not to 
be restored so far as the present ses¬ 
sion is concerned. The decision In 
this respect was reached by the gov¬ 
ernment after a great deal of very 
careful consideration, in whlob no 
phase of the situation was overlooked. 
Mr. White stated that In view of le¬ 
gislation establishing a tariff commis¬ 
sion. which would collect data and 
report. It had been decided to make 
no tariff changes at present. 

Requests for tariff changes had 
been made, but there appeared to be 
no need so urgent that it could not 
watt. 

Revenues of the Dominion continue 
buoyant. For the success of the fis¬ 
cal year now coming to s close, the 
minister of finance declared his will¬ 
ingness to share credit with the other 
side of the house. 

A. K. McLean, of Halifax, whose 
duty It was to criticise the budget for 
the opposition, clslmed a major por¬ 
tion of the credit tor the late Liberal 
ministry.' 

The total revemfe for the current 
fiscal year. Including art" estimate of 
returns wet to come, "Mr. White gave 
as fl3g,00fi.00n, and expenditures on 
consolidated fund account as $97,000,- 
M0. The amount going to sinking 
fund account Is $1,160,000. “We have, 
aald the finance minister, “more tbsn 
paid our way" But for the “Joker” 
in the Grand Trunk Pacific contract 
by which the company's bond issue is 


to be “implemented” out of the feder¬ 
al exchequer, the capital expenditure 
for the year 1911-12 would have.stop- 
pbd at a total of $34,000,000. To this, 
however, must be added the first In¬ 
stallment of tan millions, wbtch the 
country must pay to the O.T.P. under 
the recent Judgment of the Judicial 
committee of the privy council. ‘ 

It works out to five million* and 
this amount, the minister explained 
was to be treated as railway subsid¬ 
ies have been treated in the past and 
charged to capital account 

Despite the enormous expenditure 
entered upfin by tbe Laurier govern¬ 
ment In connection with transconti¬ 
nental railway finances, the minister 
expressed belief that increasing rev¬ 
enue* would be sufficient to take care 
of tbe eo(C] The amount going Into 
the railway'.this year Is $22,600,000 
bringing the rtotal up to $118,000,000. 

To this It will probably be neces¬ 
sary to add another hundred million. 

Mr. White showed the house' that 
favorable arrangements had been 
made In London In connection with 
tbe refunding loan of £5.000.000 sterl¬ 
ing required to replace the short term 
loan coming due In May. 

Another loan would fall due In' Oc¬ 
tober. and would be provided for. 
There would then be only two loans 
to be met till 1930. 

The minister presented statistics of 
the growing trade and Increasing im¬ 
migration. Dealing with the def'it 
of reciprocity, be declared that the 
verdict of tbe people had been given 
on national aa well as economic 
ground* and that In the decision 
reached there was nothing In tbe na¬ 
ture of hostility to the United 8tate* 

A. K. McLean, who followed, deliv¬ 
ered a lengthy speech in which he 
reviewed the successes achieved by 
the Dominion during the Liberal re¬ 
gime. and for which he claimed credit 
far tbe late government.

Ottawa.—Following the announce¬ 
ment that the Government had decld- 
sd to let the contract for , the Hudson 
Bay Railway for another 130 miles 
to Kettle Kaptda. comes the news 
that there will be placed In the sup¬ 
plementary estimates a sum to start 
work on terminals. The amount will 
run close to a half million.

to have the Hudson Bay Railway cozn- 

r leted In time to move the crop of 
913.' However, even if the road 
wen finished. It would be useless 
without harbor facilities, terminal and 
laplui at that w>ijlf,._ . ..T . 

Aa soon as the report Is received 
(Tom the engineers sow In tbe north 
and the terminal Is finally selected. 
Work will be started getting the ter¬ 
minals in shape to handle steamers. 
Ships which will be sent to the Bay 
under the command of Capt Ander¬ 
son and Capt. Bartlett will take aoun- 
llaggs In the Strait and arrange for 
the establishment of wireless and 
ether aids to navigation, so there will 
he no delay on this score. 

Negotiations have also been open- 
*d with a well known Atlantic steam¬ 
ship company which wants to arrange 
to put a fleet of steamers on the Bay 
to handle grain. 

Promoters also figure that there 
will be a large passenger trade. They 
believe that It will be a favorite trip 
for tout'sts ae Earl Grey designated 
thm Bay as the Mediterranean of 
North America. 


RED RIVER IMPROVEMENTS 


Lieut.-Col. Shunk Submits a Report 

to the United States Government 

Washington,—The war department 
submitted to congress the report of 
Lleut.-Colonel Francis R. Shunk. of 
the proposed Improvement of tbe Red 
River of the north, In which he reach¬ 
es conclusions unfavorable to the pro¬ 
ject. Col. Shunk contends that the 
construction of storage reservoirs in 
the vicinity of the Red River of the 
North, is not necessary or desirable 
in the Interests of navigation. He 
points out that the district drained by 
this stream is covered with a network 
of railroads which lh some cases,' offer 
better shipping facilities from tbe 
grain fields to the elevator centres 
than the water routes. In conclusion, 
he hays' 

“No increase In the expenditure Is 
warranted by present or prospective 
commerce on the Red River of the 
North.” 


Situation ht Canton. 

Hong Kong.—Tbe situation at Can¬ 
ton Is no better. Brrgand chiefs are 
endeavoring to oust the local provin¬ 
cial government The situation Is re¬ 
garded by consular authorities here 
as xost alarming. European mission¬ 
aries have been ordered to quit the 
territory at once, and all available 
river vessels are being pressed into 
service to bring refugees into this 
city. Several British boats are wait¬ 
ing at' their piera in <Santon on ac¬ 
count of the danger of sudden trouble, 
ready to depart on Instant notice. 
Gunboats stationed off Canton are 
cleared for action and the stokers are 
armed. Fighting at Canton began 
with %n attack by tbe brigands sev¬ 
eral days ago and continued constant¬ 
ly ever since in various parts of the 
[suburbs. 


INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENT8. 


81. Persons Killed and 178 Injured In 
February. 

Ottawa.—According to the record 
of Industrial accidents kept by the 
Department of LaborHil* persons werfe 
killed and 178 injured during Febru¬ 
ary, 191.2. This record compares very 
favorably with that of January, when 
$8 workmen were killed and 214 in¬ 
jured. 

Compared with February. 1911, the 
record is still more favorable aa 93 
were killed and 197 persons Injured 
in that month. 

Tbe worst disaster of the past 
month was the premature explosion 
of dynamite on construction work 
near Fort Frances. OnL, on the line 
of the Cnnadlmr Northern, by which 
13 construction hands were killed end 
six other* seriously injured. 


Turks Gain Advantage. 

London—A Constantinople des¬ 
patch to the Chronicle says the 
Turks have captured the Italian rail¬ 
way, telegraph and telephone mater¬ 
ial af Alnxara. This was the advanc¬ 
ed poet of the Italians captured by 
them some week* ago.

Duke of Connaught Receives Delegs- 
- tien ef Six Nation Indian*. 

Ottawa.—His Royal Highness the 
Duke of Connaught smoked the pipe 
or peace (calumet) with a delegation! 
of Indiana from the 81x Nations re¬ 
serve at Brantford. Year* ago the 
Duke was made a chief of the tribe. 

In his reply hie Royal Highness said 
In part: 

“O. brother chief* of the Six Na¬ 
tions, 1 shall be glad one day to vlelt 
you and to smoke the pipe of peace, 
though I fear that, of those chiefs 
who eat with me in the council cham¬ 
ber 42 years ago, none are now liv¬ 
ing.” 

"Wbem-jou return T wish you to 
tell the other chiefs, the warriors and 
the people that Kgrah Kon Tye sends 
them hie greetings and wished them 
an abundant harvest, health and hap¬ 
piness.”

town of Frank, 86 miles welt of Lath- 
bridge. end It is a question for which 
they are haring a hard time la try¬ 
ing to find the right answer. Given 
their own way. It la aafa to any that 
not a single Inhabitant of the place 
would decide that It would be a wise 
thing to pack their household goods 
and abandon tbe homes they have 
built for themaelvea during the paat 
7 or 8 years. Other force*, however, 
are intervening, and for their own 
saftey, compel them to take whatever 
they ean carry away and more to 
some spot where the danger is not 
supposed to be banging over them for 
24 hours out of every day. One# more 
the safety of the “insidious Turtle 
Mountain” has been brought to the 
fore and thla time It Is canning a 
flutter, not only In the town of Frank, 
but throughout the country where the 
story of tjie 1903 disaster Is atil re¬ 
membered. wblch win end only when 
the Dominion government steps In 
and makes some specific demand. 

Since last Friday morning more 
eyes have turned to the huge pile of 
rock overhanging • Frank than ever 
before. Baleful glances are cast at the 
monster and all because of the spec¬ 
ial commission appointed by the gov¬ 
ernment to Investigate the safety of 
the town from another slide has hand¬ 
ed In its report. That report le non* 
too cheering to the Inhabitant* of the 
little coal town. Not that any of 
them have been overcome with fright 
from the danger which la said to be 
Impending. They treat the warning 
of the ’commission's report wifh « 
lightness born of a long residence at 
the foot of the Turtle mouhtaln. 

Their pessimism In reality la rather 
one engendered by pecuniary consid¬ 
erations.

London.—The naval estimates for 
the current year are disappointing, aa 
there were expectation* of a large re- 
j ductlon: 

That the amount may be consider¬ 
ably exceeded is indicated by Mr. 
Churchill's statement that , the estim¬ 
ates were framed pn the assumption 
that tliv existing programmes of the 
other nayal powers would not ha. In¬ 
creased. In the event of sue® In¬ 
crease supplementary estimates 
wfiuld be necessary. \ 

Tbe new construction includes four 
large armoured battleships, eight light 
armoured cruisers, twenty destroyers 
and a number of submarines. The 
personal will be Increased by two 
thousand men.' On April 1st there 
will be under construction: ten bat- 
tleshlpe. six cruisers, eight second- 
class protected cruisers, 31 destroy¬ 
ers and 15 submarines. 


CATTLE EMBARGO IN U.S.T.1FTED 


No Evidence Now of Foot And Mouth 
Disease In Great Britain. 

Washington.—The embargo on cat¬ 
tle from Great Britain which are im¬ 
ported Into the, U. 8.. which has been 
prohibited for a year past, because of 
the foot and mouth disease, was lift¬ 
ed by Secretary of Agriculture Wil¬ 
son. 

No evidence of the disease has been 
discovered In the British Isles for 
three months. Although there has 
been a decrease In the disease in con¬ 
tinental Europe, none of these coun¬ 
tries are allowed to send cattle here. 
English authorities believe that the 
epidemic, from which Great Britain 
has suffered during the past few 
years, has been carried over In some 
way from the continent. 

Automobiles have been suggested as 
a possible means by which foot and 
mouth germs were carried across the 
English Channel. 


Grain Act Defect , 

Regina, Sask.—The Legislature ad¬ 
opted the resolution Introduced by A. 
H. Smith (Moosomln) protesting 
against the enactment of subsectlqn 
E of clause 20 In the Grain Act am¬ 
endment bill which leaves to the dis¬ 
cretion of the board of grain commis¬ 
sioners the variation of tbe provisions 
for car distribution. 

Before passing to the consideration 
Of the redtstr!button, bill Attorney- 
General Turgeon briefly explained the 
principles upon which the redistribu¬ 
tion had been based. Both popula¬ 
tion and area bad been considered, 
and leaving out the cltiee the average 
population In each riding was 8,700. 

In reference to the representation 
of the three city constituencies he cit¬ 
ed Winnipeg, West Toronto and other 
cities to show that In cqsea of cities 
where the population was dense, the 
representation was not based upon 
population. 


Trouble About Uniforms.

The wearing of official uni¬ 
form on such an occasion was forbid¬ 
den years ago. Viscount Dairyuipie's 
enquiry le as to whether (hie regula¬ 
tion has heea rescinded. 


BREAKING UR OF THE COUNTRY 
18 FEARED 


There Appears to Be Little Hope ef 
a Coalition Government Ending Pil¬ 
lage and Anarchy Which le Sweep¬ 
ing Over the Country—Siege of 
Lawleaenoee Must Burn itself OuL 


Pekin—It would seem that there la 
ao government force, present or per 
■pectlve. capable of terminating the 
prevalent anarchy. There le Uttle 
nope among the legations that the 
coalition government would be suc¬ 
cessful la ending the pillage which is 
ow sweeping over the north. On* 
minister said that'it muat burn itself 
out like a prairie fire. It ia the gen¬ 
eral belief that order cannot be re¬ 
stored within two years. The break¬ 
ing up of the country by accession* 
ia considered not merely a possibility. 

There are now not less than six 
hostile armies In the field, these com¬ 
prise the northern and southern arm¬ 
ies. which the present disorders show 
are not agreeable to the forced com¬ 
promise that their leaders are now 
negotiating. Tbe Manchu troops 
which remain ■ distinct body apart 
from the others, the Mongol*, who lu 
large hands are fighting the Chinese 
garrisons in the north. Gen. Sheng 
Yun's army composed largeiy of Mo¬ 
hammedans. and the province Yun¬ 
nan. ah army of independents. ■ 

General Shong Yun's actual posi¬ 
tion Is known, but according to a 
missionary letter recently received 
from Sian Fu, bis folowers are decim¬ 
ating populations and wiping out 
whole districts. Consular reports 
from Yunnan state that the Independ¬ 
ent army is In control of a part of 
their province*, and up to the present 
time It ha* confined itself iargely to 
outlawry. The diplomatic represen¬ 
tatives In Pekin are diplomatic be¬ 
cause of the apparent feebleness of 
the Qhinese as administrators and 
disciplinarians. 


ALBERTA RAILWAYS 


Premier Slfton Returns With Numer¬ 
ous Assurances of Early Con¬ 
struction. 

Edmonton. Alta.—Premier Slfton 
has returned to Edmonton. The pre¬ 
mier said that his vialt to eastern 
cities had been chiefly in connection 
with railway business. Visiting Win¬ 
nipeg, Ottawa. Toronto and Montreal. 
Mr. Slfton.Intervlawpd the official* of 
tbe railways whRh have received 
bond guarantee* from tbe Alberta 
government. Including the C. N. R.. 
and C.N.W.R., and the G T.P. for lu 
branch lines, ahd tbe Edmonton Dun- 
vegan and B.C. railway. 

“Tbe outcome of tbe Interview*," 
Mr. Slfton stated, “were very satis¬ 
factory, and I think I shall be safe In 
saying that at least 600. miles of steel 
will be laid In the province this year. 
The assurance I have received amply 
Justifies the promises we ma£a In the 
legislature when the railway policy 
was under discussion.” / 

Mr. Slfton said the construction 
would be spread over the yarious lin¬ 
es wmTch had received guarantees. 
Speaking of tbe work to he done on 
tbe Dunvegan line Mr. Slfton said 
the line was to be pushed forward 
with all possible speed and the pro- 
motors hoped to be able to complete 
this year the laying of the steel ae 
far ns the Athabasca river, a distance 
of over 100 miles from Edmonton. In 
regard to the other lines Mr. Slfton 
said be pressed particularly for the 
laying of the steel on the sections 
which were already graded. In this 
respect the companies gave under¬ 
standings which were, satisfactory. 


“MILLION FOR MANITOBA” NOW. 


Newly Formed League A$k Govern¬ 
ment to Give Dollar For Dollar. 

Winnipeg.—A large deputation re- 
preeent.lbg the “Million for Manitoba” 
League, waited upon Premier Roblin, 
asking for Government assistance In 
connection with the proposed plans 
of the organization. ^ 

W. Sanford Evans, president of the 
organization. In laying the views and 
objects of that body before the Pre¬ 
mier, stated that the work was pro¬ 
gressing most satisfactorily, and that 
to date 26 out of 38 districts had been 
fully organized, - and that the others 
were rapidly rounding Into shape. The 
work In Winnipeg had been delayed 
on account of the non-arrival of the 
membership buttons. 

The delegation asked that the Gov¬ 
ernment put up a dollar for every dol¬ 
lar raised by the association. Other 
members of tbe delegation who spoke 
were Mayor Waugh, vice-pesldent of 
the Winnipeg bdard, and E. A. Mott, 
chairman of the board. 

Premier Roblin, in reply, stated 
that he was familiar with the general 
principles of tbe organization and 
was pleased to hear of the progress 
that had been made. The Govern¬ 
ment was prepared to do their share 
In the work, but he would ask them 
to write an official letter to the Gov¬ 
ernment. showing ,Ju*t what plan 
they Intended to follow, and Just how 
the money raised would be expended.

HIGHER POfTAL RAY 


Postmaster-General’s Increase Wage 
Bill Paeees Second RdMtng 

Ottawa.—There will be some eight 
thousand happy post office employees 
in Canada as a result of the bill of 
Hon. L. P. Pelletier,* which passed 
its second reading. The bill pro¬ 
vides for Increases In salary t6 prac¬ 
tically every employee in all city poet 
offices. 

According to the provision of the 
bill Increases In salary art granted 
$100 a year until $800 Is reached and 
above that sum lncreaae of $50 a year 
till $1800 Is reached. Chief clerks and 
superlnterdents get annual increases 
of $100 till $2,200 and $2,500 respec¬ 
tively are reached. The Increases will 
be on the basis of merit. This has 
been asked by the postal officials for 
years, having been Just brought to 
the attention of Sir. William Mulock. 

Mr. Pelletier states Unit the bill is 
marie neecssnry hy the fact that it is' 
Impossible to hold employe* on pres¬ 
ent salary. ' 


Urge Deepening of Welland Canal 

Ottawa, Ont.—The Immediate deep¬ 
ening of the Welland Canal with sub¬ 
sequent deepenings of the St. Law¬ 
rence canal system, the need for the 
Improvement of highways and t.he Im¬ 
provement of the French River route 
(without, however, expressing any 
opinion as to the Georgian Bay canal 
project), wore pressed upon the gov¬ 
ernment by the Ontario associated 
boaVds of trade. A. W. Wright, of 
Toronto, presented the Welland Canal 
and St. Lawrence proposition, much 
along the same lines as has been 
done hy other deputations, and was 
supported by C. T. Young, of llalley- 
bury, who voiced New Ontario's de¬ 
sire for the development of the St. 
Lawrence waterways. 


King George Inventor. 

Berlin.—King George, of England, 
has taken out a patent, (according to 
the New York World correspondent) 
through the German Crown Prince, 
his cousin, for a coal saving range 
which Hts Majesty Is said to have 
perfected during the long month of 
enforced Idleness In the Highlands 
and elsewhere fclowlng his father's 
death. The crown prince, who has 
patented a pair of non-slipping sleeve 
links, proposed tha* he take out a 
patent In Germany for King George, 
who originally, so It is said, had no 
Intention of going through with his 
Idea. The range has two ovens and 
14 so built that by pulling a lever the 
contents of one side.

In all the acta 
and words of Jeeu* we must see God 
the Father, remembering such words 
as these: “I can of mine ownself do 
nothing.” '“The Father who meat Me 
gave me a commandment, what 1 
should aaygahd what I should speak." 
"Thq Father who dwelleth In me, Ha 
doeth the work*" (John v, 30; .xll, 
Mi xlv, 10). Hla compassion upon 
the multitude end His readings to 
teach them, no matter how weary JBe 
was, is our example that wemay ftff- 
low Hla steps in this as well as in 
Hh meekness ahd paUence (I Pet. 
II. 21). - 

Matthew the publican (Matt, x, 8). 
or Levi, aa he ie called by Mark and. 
Luk*. may have been turning to 
Chriet In hla heart, as probably Zac- 
eheus did. while continuing with 
doubt In his unpopular calling and 
longing to be done with It. We might 
Infer thlp from the readiness with 
which he left all ahd rose up and fol¬ 
lowed Jesus. Many are still being 
cejled, hut few are ready to follow so 
promptly. Something of Matthew'* 
gratitude because Jesus called him 1* 
seen In the great feast which he mad* 
for Jesus in hls own house, inviting a 
great company of publican* and sin¬ 
ner* thereto. To see Him eaj with 
publicans and sinners was to the eelf 
righteous Pharisees a great stumbling 
block, for K was their way to have no 
fellowship with such nor any love for 
their souls, rAher to pass by on the 
other side of the street and to eay, 
“God, I thank Thee that I am pot ae 
other men * * * or even aa this 
publican” (Luke xrlil, 11). They 
never said anything more beautiful 
or true concerning Him than when 
they aald, “Thi* man reoetveth sin¬ 
ners and eateth with them" (Luke 
xv, 2). The words of Jesua to them 
at this time are both a parable and 
Ita explanation, the parable being. 
“They that are whole have no need 
of the physician, hut they that are 
sick,” and Hls explanation of it, “I 
come not to call the righteous, but 
sinners. to repentance.” Theee 
words and those concerning the old 
and new cloth and wine are found 
also in Matt, lx, 10-17, and seemingly 
In the same connection as here, but 
according to the gospel harmony the 
record In Matthew referred to a later 
Incident. Be that as It may, Hie 
word* are more than time or place, 
and we know that He did repeat some 
of Hla words—as, for example, the 
Sermon on the Mount and the Sermon 
on the Plain |Mstt, v to vli and Lufew 
vi, 17-40), 

The" righteous whom He did not 
come to call are spoken of in Luke 
xvlll, 9. as “certain ones which trust¬ 
ed fn themselves that they were 
righteous and despised others.” We 
know that lu the matter 'of true 
righteousness, ae God sees It and de¬ 
sires It, "there is none righteous—no, 
not one.” But there are those who, 
‘‘being ignorant of God’s righteous¬ 
ness and going about to establish 
their own righteousness, do not sub¬ 
mit themaelvea to the righteousness 
of God” (Rom. Ill, 10; x, 3). 

• To associate the disciples of John 
and- of the Pharisees seems like a 
very bad combine, but some of John’s 
disciples were no doubt from the 
Pharisees and. like too many church 
folks of today, Jiad not dropped their 
mere formalities. . In Zech. vli iwe 
read that when the people inquired of 
th* Lord aa to whether they should 
.continue, certain fasts or not He ask¬ 
ed them, “Did ye fast *t all to Me, 
even to .Me?" Then He told then* 
what true fasting In Hla sight wai 
[Zech. vli, 4-10; Isa.'Will. 0*10). Not) 
now He speaks of Himself as tin 
Bridegroom and Hls disciples* as thi 
children of the bride chamber, ni 
doubt looking onward to the marrlagt 
of the Lamb of Rev. xlx. We might 
well ask: Where Is. noyr the fasting 
because of the Bridegroom's absence? 
Where arc those who long for- Hie 
return, who rejoice greatly because 
of Ills voice, glad to decrease If only 
He may Increase?. (John ill, 29, 30.) 

There is much patchwork In the 
teaching of our day which is directly 
contrary tq the teaching of our Lord 
concerning the necessity of a new 
birth. The old garment of our un¬ 
righteousness cannot be mended. It 
must be a new garment throughout, 
even the garment of Christ's right¬ 
eousness which He has provided at 
such infinite cost (II Cor. v, 21: Rom. 
x, 4). However unpopular the doc¬ 
trine may be, it Is most plainly writ¬ 
ten that "the carnal mind is cdmlty 
against God, for It is not subject to 
the law of Ood, neither indeed can 
be" |Rdtti. viii, 7). Not a shred of 
Adam and Eve's fig leaf aprons could 
be tolerated. The coats of skins were* 
all sufficient We must sing from the 
Jieart the words of Isa. lxl. 10. The 
do call new thought or new theolo¬ 
gy will not do. for it le not of Ood 
and must therefore be from the ad¬ 
versary, who flatterg men by telling 
him that he Is all right and only 
needs some Improvement, which he 
himself can easily accomplish.

less, some new way of producing heat 
in the earth’s surface could be foun t 
bis calculations were correct." , 

"Such a new way has actually beer 
discovered in radium which has (he 
power of giving out heat without dim¬ 
inishing in weight One pound of 
radium would keep a house warm for 
2,000 years. Radium is scattered 
tnroughout the earth’s surface, and, 
therefore. Lord Kelvin's calculations 
are worthless.” 

"Radium gives off helium, and hel¬ 
ium is scattered throughout the 
earth’s crust,” added Professor Allen. 
The amount of helium given off by an 
actual piece of rock could easily be 
measured. By comparing the amount 
of radium and of helium In a piece oi 
rock it would be possible to form 
an estimate of the earth’s age, and If 
tms were done it would be found that 
the earth was over 1,500,000,000 years 
old.

How Grenfell Got Cart. 

That the farmers of Grenfell, Sank., 
have had little trouble in obtaining 
all the empty cars needed for shipping 
their grain is the information given 
by G. D. Fitzgerald, ot Grenfell, in 
an Interview at Regina'. 

When the demand for car* became 
strong at Grenfell the farmers en¬ 
listed the assistance of the Board ot 
Trade. 

“The officials of the Board of Trade 
at once took the matter up,” said Mr. 
Fitzgerald. “The result was that we 
had 25 cars in v.ery short time, and 
have not experienced any great diffi¬ 
culty in securing cars since that time. 
My opinion is tost much of the hard¬ 
ship and trouble from car shortage 
is caused by irresponsible farmers 
placing their names on the order book 
long before they need the csrs.
